CLUB MEMBERS ON WEEK LONG 
PUBLIC SERVICE EVENT

O: Saturday, September 11th, six OTVARC members arrived 
in Myrtle Creek, Oregon with eight other hams, and numer- 
ous other volunteers to prepare for a seven day bicycle tour called 
Cycle Oregon. This event is an Oregon State supported activity and 
draws riders from all over the world. 


The club members involved were: JD Fort, K7JDF, Dale LeBarron, 
W7EBP; Jim Schaeffer, KB7ADH; Bert Schmidt, W7JWG; Will 
Scheffield, N7THL and Randy Stimson, KZ7T. 


The busy afternoon included installing multiple radios (amateur rigs 
and commercial radios) in a variety of vehicles to be used in the 
coming week. These vehicles included seven, ten passenger vans, a 
30 foot RV, Subaru sedans, and the ambulance supervisor's van. 
The amateur equipment furnished by each ham normally included 
two mobile dual-banders and two hand heélds (back up rigs fre 
needed Each amateur also furnished hook up wire for battery con- 
nections and dual-bander antennas (and feedline) ‘the mobile 
rigs. 


A half-hour afternoon meeting withyall the’ varioyis 
contract people providing services for the rideyxas 
afternoon to bring everyone up-to-date on the latest 
route and many other details.

For the last eleven years two thousand bicyclists have signed upsfor 
a seven-day bicycle tour of about 500 miles Within the state of Ore- 
gon. This years ride of 536 miles took place in SW Oregon, begin- 
ning and ending in Myrtle Creek. This small town, 16 miles south 
of Roseburg, was previously the host for a night on a week's ride a 
few years ago. 


During the ride, the riders have a multitude of services performed 
for their benefit: their baggage (tent, sleeping bag, clothes, etc.) is 
transported for them to the next camp site; three large meals each 
day, with more food at the two rest stops each day and usually fruits 
at the two or three water stops; medical support is provided by 
three, full sized AMR ambulances, each with two fully qualified 
medics in them, along with an Ambulance Supervisor’s van, each 
vehicle constantly moving along with the riders as they progress 
down the days ride. Medical attention is also provided prior to the 
ride, the evenings of the ride, and all night long if necessary; usu- 
ally six to seven SAG wagons are spaced out with the riders and 
moving along the course to provide transportation for those riders 
who are having medical problems and are unable to ride; numerous 
knowledgeable bicycle techs with spare parts accompany the ride 
keeping the bikes in good shape. They are up before daylight every 
morning, then out on the course all day, then work till 10PM each 
evening maintaining the bikes; after supper, camp entertainment is 
provided for an hour or more by either local talent or commercial 
talent; showers with plenty of hot water and areas to brush teeth 
and wash faces are set up at each camp site for use all evening and 
the next morning; a secure area for storing bicycles is also provided 
at each camp site; an area is set aside for a beer garden; and last, 
but very important, lots of strategically located porta-potties all 
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along the route and at the camp site. 


Each amateur is assigned to, and stays with, a particular activity 
during the week. JD, K7JDF, was assigned to one of the SAG wag- 
ons (a ten passenger van with bike racks on the top and the rear). 
Dale, W7FBP, was assigned to work with the Ambulance supervi- 
sor and provide a communications link between the SAGS and the 
ambulances.

Jim, KB7ADH and Randy, KZ7T, acted as Net Controls each day. 
-They positioned themselves on high mountaintops previously se- 
lected and tested for good coverage of each day's route. Each day 
these locations changed, and Jim and Randy had to drive up to the 
mountaintops in the dark, and usually back down to civilization in 
the dark. 


Jim, KB7ADH, on Day 6 
Bert, K7JWG, was assigned to the Ride Director and was usually out of 


camp in the dark and back in camp after the last rider had arrived — a full 
days work.

Day 2's a 79 mile route from Glendale up past the Galesville 
Reservoir ‘and oVer-the Goolaway Gap summit (3159') and into 
Butte Falls. Day 3 was a 64 mile ride up the Rogue River canyon to 


Diamond Lake (5208') neat the Cascade Mountains Summit. 


Day 4 was the 64 mile ride around Crater Lake (elevation 7680") 
and back to Diamond Lake for a second night — some riders took 
the optional loop around the lake and rode 102 miles. Day 5 was 67 
miles down the North Umpqua River canyon into Glide (699') — a 
4578' downhill. 


Day 6 was a 67 mile ride to Elkton, with lots of rolling hills and a 
rainy afternoon. Day 7. the last day, was a 78 mile ride back to 
Myrtle Creek, with 40 miles along the Umpqua River, with only a 
few localized showers during the afternoon.

Some of the 15 hams left for home late in the afternoon of the last 
day, but many stayed overnight in Canyonville to rest up before the 
long drive home the next day.

teer examination reimbursement fee will be $6.49, based on a 
1.5% Consumer Price Index increase between September 1997 
and September 1998. 


The 1998 ARRL/VEC test fee is $6.35. The 1999 ARRL/VEC 
test fee will be $6.45.

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(Continued from page 4 - ARRL BOARD REAFFIRMS RESTRUCTURING) 
erator and the newer VHF-only amateurs. 


Addressing the Morse code requirement in the International Radio 
Regulations, Sumner summed up the Board's position by saying that 
the new privileges would amount to self-testing. "By their very na- 
ture, you can't use the privileges until you know the code," he said. 


The special ARRL Board meeting was called to consider the 
League's comments on the FCC's amateur licensing "streamlining" 
proposals in WT Docket 98-143, released in August. Comments are 
due December 1. During the daylong session, the Board also pro- 
posed that the FCC rules ban multiple-choice Morse code tests and 
establish that a passing grade for a code test be either 70% correct 
answers to 10 fill-in-the-blank questions or one minute out of five 
of solid copy. 


The Board affirmed its proposals in RM-9196 to improve the pro- 
cedures for granting Morse code exam credit on the basis of a phy- 
sician's certification of a disability. It also affirmed "its strong de- 
sire" that written exams be modified as necessary "to demonstrate 
better the depth of the applicant's current radio technical knowledge 
and operating skill." 


The Board supported retention of the topic definitions to be in- 
cluded in written exams, as contained in §97.503(c) of the FCC 
rules, with some modification to accommodate the new four-class 
structure. 


The Board also reaffirmed its desire that Advanced class volunteer 
examiners be permitted to administer General class exams, and it 
renewed its request in RM-9115 for several rules changes involving 
RACES stations. 


The Board noted that it had "heard and considered the views of 
thousands of ARRL members" on the amateur licensing issues 
raised in both the ARRL and FCC proposals. <>

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DRAKE ENDS FACTORY SERVICE 
FOR OLDER GEAR

. L. Drake Company has announced it no longer will provide 

factory service for most of its older Amateur Radio and ma- 
rine equipment. The list includes much — but not all — of the popu- 
lar 4-Line equipment. 


Veteran Drake Service Manager Bill Frost, WD8DFP, says it's get- 
ting harder to get parts for the older Drake units. "The big switches, 
you can't buy those things anymore," he said this week. "The big 
electrolytics are not available." 


Frost, who's been with Drake for 32 years, said his department has 
"reached a point where we cannot service the older products in the 
manner to which our customers have become accustomed." Techni- 
cians familiar with the older, mostly tube-type gear also are in short 
supply these days. "Our technical expertise on the older equipment 
has gradually been diminished by the loss of long-time employees 
due to retirement," Frost said. He also said the cost of repairs can 
easily exceed the value of the equipment. 


The company has posted a list on its Web site at http://www. 
ridrake.com/tech/Outofservice.html of items that it no longer can 
service. The list includes The R-4 and R-4A receivers, the popular 
T-4X, XB, and XC HF transmitters, and the TR-3 and TR-4 trans- 
ceivers, as well as most of the power supplies for those units, the 
SSR-1 receiver, and the TR-22, 22C and TR-33C 2-meter trans- 
ceivers. Items on the list and sent to Drake for repair will be re- 
turned to the sender unrepaired, accompanied by a bill for shipping, 
handling, and applicable COD fees. 


Frost said Drake is still servicing "to an extent" the R-4B and R-4C 
receivers as well as the TR-5 and TR-7 transceivers. The company 
also still will provide factory repair service for the L-4, L-4B and 
L-7 linear amplifiers. 


Drake says its supply of unique parts is limited, but it still might be 
able to supply individual owners with needed parts for do-it- 
yourself repairs. Frost encouraged Drake owners to call or write if 
they have any questions about repair or service of a particular piece 
of equipment — even if it's already on the list.

1) Object: To work as many amateur stations as possible in as many different 5-digit ZIP 
codes as possible using 147.42 FM simplex. 
2) Contest Period: 2000 local through 2100 local, Wednesday, December 30, 1998 
3) Categories: 
A) Single Operator: One person performs all operating and logging functions. 
B) Single Operator QRP: Same as (A) with a power limitation of 5 watts. 
C) Multioperator: More than one person performing operating and logging functions. 
4) Exchange: Operating 5-digit ZIP Code and Station Category. 
5) Scoring: 
A) QSO points: Count one (1) point for each complete single operator or multioperator 
QSO. Count two (2) points for each complete single operator QRP contact. 
B) Multiplier: The total number of 5-digit ZIP codes worked. 
C) Total score: Multiply the total number of QSO points by the multiplier. 
6) Miscellaneous: 
A) Partial QSOs do not count. Both calls, the full exchange, and acknowledgement 
must be sent and received. 
B) While no minimum distance is specified for contacts, equipment should be capable 
of real communications (ie. able to communicate over at least 1 km.). 
C) Use of repeaters and telephones to coordinate contacts is not allowed. 

Mobile stations can be contacted 
by stations in the contest. Mobile stations will not have a ZIP code and will not count 
toward the multiplier count. 
E) Only one call may be used by any station. 
7) Reporting: 
A) Entries must be delivered to the contest organizers at or before the January 13, 
1999 OTVARC club meeting.
